Discussions and Hearings: 

8:30pm Formal Hearing for 45 Claremont Avenue with Christopher from Anderson by 
Renewal and homeowner, Dr. Hallowell. 

Pictures, plans and materials and types of products to be installed for the front door and 
two first floor windows on the front of the house and to replace exterior patio door on the 
rear of the house were shared. The current back patio door swings open and the plan is to 
install a sliding door in its place. The current front door is quite drafty and also there is 
concern regarding security with the current door. 

Replacement of windows: Single vertical, double hung and will sit in the existing 
opening. The trim will remain the same. The vertical grill is between the glass as it 
currently is. 


Patio Door: Slider has the same dimensions as current patio door. Will use trim that is 
currently on the house. Wood door that is clad with vinyl. 


Front Door: Difficulty with sizing issue. Attempted to build the door with associates, but 
were unable to replicate the door. 55”x92” are the dimensions of the current door. 


The plan is to install a shorter single door made of fiberglass from the Heritage Woodgrain 
line with texture and clear glass with a square side light and square transom above the 
door. 


The original door is significant to the look of the house. The Commissioners asked about 
the possibility that the door could be repaired. Some inquiries have been made by the 
owner, but it did not fit into the budget. A list of restoration experts for the front door 
will be shared with Dr. Hallowell and he and the appointed monitor can review the options 
to restore the front door. 


A motion was made by Commissioner Gervais to approve the two front windows as 
described and replace the patio door as proposed. The homeowner will work closely with 
the monitor for the two front doors to work on trying to find a way to save the existing 


front doors and help the homeowner to have more energy efficient front doors. The 
motion was seconded by Commissioner Meister. A roll call vote was taken and all 
Commissioners voted in favor of the motion. 


Monitors: Commissioners Michael Gervais and Eric Stange 


Old Business: Victoria Rose shared the results of the tour she and Patsy Kraemer did of 
the Whittemore Robbins House. An email was sent to the Town Manager and Director of 
the Board of Health regarding repairs and improvements that are needed. Whena 
response is received there will be a follow up with the Commission. 


New Business: JoAnn Robinson and Patsy Kraemer discussed plans to plant small 
flowering trees in memory of Bob Botterio and hold a dedication in the garden. 


JoAnn Robinson made a suggestion to hold a joint meeting with Historic Districts 
Commission in the summer.
